"He  told  the  story  of  how 
doctors  told  him  he  was 
supposed  to  die  about  fifteen 
years  ago,"  Rossi  said.  "He  was 
very  proud  of  that  story." 

Corea  left  the  Emerson 
community  as  he  had  always 
hoped  to— pursuing  his  love  for 
the  students  he  taught.  He  will 
be  missed  greatly.
